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Woman shot to death 


Man with gunshot 
wounds allegedly 
tells police that 

he killed her

AUBURN — A man who was 
shot in Waterloo Friday directed 
police to the body of a woman he 
allegedly said he had killed in 
Auburn. 

Melissa Patrick, 32, of Auburn 


died of apparent gunshot wounds, 
according to the DeKalb County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

Ronnie R. Jones, 39, was in 
Parkview Hospital, Fort Wayne, 
Friday evening receiving treatment 
for gunshot wounds before he was 
released to deputies and placed in 
their custody, according to DeKalb 
County Chief Deputy Sheriff Jay 
Oberholizer. What charges he may 
face were not released Friday. 

In a press release late Friday, 
the Indiana State Police said its 
Criminal Investigation Division 
had arrested Jones, of Fort Wayne, 
on a preliminary charge of murder. 
He has been booked into the

residence with a 20-gauge 
shotgun, which witnesses 
said struck Patrick in the 
right leg. 

_ After being struck, Jones 
got into his 2008 Jeep 
Patriot and drove it in a 
reckless manner toward the 
residence, witnesses said. 
Patrick fired another round 
from his shotgun at the 
vehicle just before it plowed 
through the front door and

“ft know Walter was a 
very people person. T don’t 
think he ever met a person 
he didn’t try to know a fitile 
bit about,” said Ron Feller, 
whose wife is Walter 
Smith’s niece. “Wherever it 
was, he made it a point to 
find out about people.” 

Pam King, who was 
Walter’s caregiver for four 
years, said she loved 
listening to his stories. She 
remembers Walter talking 
about his first wife, 
Kathleen. 

“He used to say that 
when they were in first 
grade she had fallen and he 
kissed her, and she went and 
told the teacher, and the 
teacher told his mom,” King 
said. “He said, “You know 
what | did then? I married 
her” 

King said she was struck 
by Smith’s love for his 

family. ie married Kathleen 
on Aug, 22, 1937, in Butler, 
and was married to her until 
her death in 1981. He then

Smith said he was 
backing up a 1935 Chevy 
pickup truck and ran over 
something. 

“I put it in first gear and 
ran over it again,” he said. 
He got out of the truck and 
realized he had run over a 
pig.

The pig was 60 pounds 
when he ran it over, and, 
causing, Walter much 
confusion, never got any 
bigger.

LAGRANGE — 
Christine L. Purlee, 44, of 
Howe, was surrounded by 
her family at her home 
early Saturday morning, 
Dec. 5, 2009, when she 
ended her hard fought 
battle with cancer. But the 
end of Chris Purlee’s life 
tells only half the story of 
what kind of a person she 
was. 

According to her 
pastor, the Rev. Brian 
VanOsdol of the 
LaGrange Church of God, 
Chris Purlee lead her life 
like that of the star that 
shown over Bethlehem, 
directing the shepherds to 
the Christ-child. 

“She was always 
caring and a person who 
always loved people. 
Attentive but non- 
judgmental. Being around 
Chris inspired a person to 
be a better and more loving person. 
She ‘let the light shine’ with how she 
lived. She didn’t have to preach,” 
Pastor Brian said. 

Chris was born June 25, 1965, in 
Coldwater, Mich., the daughter of 
Roger and Genevieve (Brouillard) 
Smoker, graduated from Sturgis High 
School and moved to Howe in 1984. 
She married Greg Purlee on July 21, 
1984. 

“When we were dating, many of 
those dates would be to visit nursing 
home residents,’ Greg remembered. 
“She had a strong care and desire for 
others. Chris didn’t think a lot about 
herself and her needs but about 
others.” 

Chris will undoubtedly be 
remembered for her devotion to 
children in Honduras that she 
befriended while on a mission trip.

Her husband and children accompa- 
nied her on the most recent trips. 
Before her life ended, she made nine 
trips to Honduras for the Forgotten 
Children Ministries, ministering to 
street children and orphans in an area 
where kids fought for food, lived a 
life of stealing and glue sniffing. 

Many in her church could testify 
to the encouragement and support - 
they felt after receiving one of Chris’ 
“Sunshine Baskets.” The baskets 
were left at the church with a 
person’s name attached, with neither 
the pastor nor anyone in the congre- 
gation except her family knowing 
where they came from. 

“Someone gave her one and she 
was so blessed that she gave to 
others,” Greg explained. “At least a 
dozen were delivered. They went to 
people experiencing stroke, cancer or 
facing death whether she knew them 
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or not. Before she heard 
of a need, she would go to 
the store and pick up little 
things, of all types and 
description. Opening one 
package everyday gave 
people something to look 
forward to. Chris had a 
strong sense of caring and 
desire for others,” Greg 
said. 

Chris also reached 
beyond the Sunshine 
Basket to support others in 
need of strength beyond 
themselves. Ruth Chester 
of Howe, who does not 
attend the LaGrange 
Church of God, felt Chris’ 
special touch when their 
grandson was diagnosed 
with cancer. “She was a 
sweetheart. She made you 
feel like it was all about 
you and not her—when all 
the time she was 
suffering,” Ruth said and 
explained that she and 
Chris met through a 
relative and friend. “She 
comforted us and then we cared for 
Chris and her family.” 

Many more stories have surfaced 
about Chris since her passing and 
more may come to light. And, like a 
ripple in the water from one stone 
cast, it goes on and on. 

Greg and Chris have three 
children at home: Aaron, 20, a recent 
graduate of Glen Oaks Community 
College, Centreville, Mich.; Jenna, 
17, a senior at Lakeland High 
School; and Robin, 15, a sophomore 
at Lakeland.

KENDALLVILLE — > She was 
one of the hundreds of thousands of 
women affectionately called Rosie 
the Riveter who worked in 
America’s factories during World 
War H making munitions and 
equipment for the war effort. 

She left her job at UhPs Service 
Center in Kendallville in 1943 to 
work at Flint & Walling making 
tracer shells. This experience led to 
a lifetime dedicated to the labor 
movement and women’s issues. 

For nearly 60 years she champi- 
oned the causes of the Democratic 
Party, and met many famous 
Democratic national politicians. 

Cora Smolinske’s life was serving 
others and she will be missed by 
muny. 

“Cora considered the Noble 
County Democrats to be her family, 
and we already miss her greatly.” 
said Carmen Darland, Noble County 
and Third District Democratic Party 
chairwoman, 

Cora Alice Smolinske, 90, of 
Kendallville died Saturday, Jan. 2. 
2010, at Lutheran Life Villages in 
Kendallville. 

When asked by a reporter why 
she went to work at Flint & Walling, 
Smolinske said she was more needed 
in Jocal industry. 

“AIL of the guys were going to the 
service. Women and guys not called 
to the service were the only ones left 
to work.” 

Flint & Walling has always been 
alongside the railroad tracks that run 
through downtown Kendallville. 

“When a train would pass 
through, all the military boys would 
wave and holler at us inside the 
plant” Smolinske recalled several 
years ago ina News Sun special 
edition about working women. “You 
really felt you were a part of things. 
We were at war,” 

After the war Smolinske received 
the U.S. Navy E medal recognizing 
“Women on the Homefront.” 

She stayed at Flint & Walling 
until her retirement in 1995. Her 
beginning days in the workforce 
inspired her sensitivity toward 
working people and active involve 
ment in the labor movement. 

In 1975 Smolinske founded the 
Coalition of Labor Union Women 
(CLUW). She was active for many 
years with the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists & Aerospace 
Workers Union, and walked the 
picket lines outside the Flint & 
Walling plant during a 12-week 
strike in 1968. Smolinske witnessed 
the signing of a union-management 
contract at the end of the strike that 
gave employees their own pension 
and dental plan. 

She said she joined the political 
movement after seeing the 
Democratic Party consistently vote

for the nation’s working people. 

“t deeply care about people.” she 
told a reporter. “L think everyone 
should have an equal chance to 
prove themselves.” Smolinske was 
repeatedly chosen as a delegate for 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion, 

Smolinske served for many years 
as the Noble County Democratic 
Central Committee secretary, and 
registered hundreds of new voters 
over the years, stuffed envelopes, 
organized rallies and worked at party 
headquarters on election day. Her 
work on the principles fundamental 
to the Democratic Party spanned 
many decades and many elections, 
commented Darland. 

“Her presence inspired my 
personal involvement and the partic- 
ipation of many other Democrats. At 
every event, Cora would be there 
working hard to represent working 
class people.” 

Her granddaughter Cammi Rink 
of Kendallville said her “Gram” was 
areal strong force in her life. “She'd 
seen and done so much in her life, 
and she passed her tried and true 
beliefs on to me. | have always 
trusted anything she believed in 
because she was too smart to be 
wrong.” 

Former five-term Democratic 
Kendallville Mayor John Riemke 
described Smolinske as one of his 
most loyal supporters during his 20 
years in public office. 

“She was very active in helping 
my campaigns, registering voters, 
canvassing, working the phone 
banks, taking voters to the polls. She 
was truly a great Democrat in her 
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heart, and more importantly in her 
involvement.” 

Smolinske was an elected 
delegate to the state Democratic 
conventions since the L960s. She 
represented the old 4th District at 
four Democratic National Conven- 
tions —~ 1976 in New York City, 
1980 in New York City, 1984 in San 
Francisco, and 1996 in Chicago. She 
met Harry S. Truman, and John F. 
Kennedy when he was running for 
the presidency. She was an active 
supporter and a delegate for Sen. 
Ted Kennedy in his bid for the 
presidency in 1980. 

In April fast year she was 
presented with the J. Edward Roush 
Award for her nearly a half a century 
of work for the Democratic Party at 
the annual 3rd District Democratic 
Central Commitice dinner. 

About a year ago Rink watched 
President Barack Obuma’s inaugura- 
tion on TY with her “Gram.” Rink 
remembers both of them crying 
happy tears. “We were both so 
happy to see history in the making, 
both so proud to be Americans and 
Democrats.”

Tn the early part of the ’90s Aaron 
sold his business and went to work 
for the Indiana Department of 
Transportation, serving as district 
foreman in Steuben, LaGrange and 
Noble counties. 

“He didn’t have any problem 
doing that,” Kathryn said. “It’s a good 
bunch of guys up there.” 

Longtime friend Terry Bailey said 
despite his hard work, Aaron always 
had time to help someone out, 

“He helped me out a lot on the 
farm, just as a friend,” Bailey said. 
“After he got to the point where he’d 
retired, he’d be over more often.” 

Jim said several men came by the 
house at one point to convince his 
father to join the Salem fire depart- 
ment. Once he got started, it became 
a significant part of his life. 

“Once, I remember, I was 
probably 11 or 12, we had a silo fire, 
with multiple departments called in.

GARRETT — “Betty was very 
talented,’ former Garrett Mayor Herb 
Kleeman recalls of Betty, his wife of 
over 57 years. 

Betty died Jan. 19 at the age of 78. 

From her stint as a drum majorette 
at Auburn High School, through years 
as a bookkeeper for various organiza- 
tions, a mother of five and an artist, 
Betty Kleeman was an active woman. 

She graduated from Auburn High 
School in 1950 and was offered a 
scholarship to college in Bowling 
Green, Ohio. However, her father did 
not allow her to go, daughter Deb 
Kleeman recalled. 

Instead, she stayed in DeKalb 
County and, in May 1951, went ona 
blind date with Herb Kleeman — to a 
White Sox game in Chicago. The pair 
were married March 2, 1952. 

Herb Kleeman later served as 
mayor of Garrett and, although Betty 
supported his work, she did not want 
to be called the “First Lady,” Herb 
said.

“She never wanted to sit at the 
front table” at events, Deb Kleeman 
remembered. “She would say, ‘Don’t

She spent 10 years working 
at Auburn State Bank as a 
bookkeeper and teller, and set up and 
managed the W-M Employees 
Federal Credit Union for 19 years as

Kleeman said. “She never got a 
reprimand of any kind.”

“That was the bean-counter part in 
her,’ Deb Kleeman said.

ANGOLA — Rebecca Booth was 
a consummate teacher and leader, her 
family and colleagues said. 

Booth, 57, who helped to lead the 
Steuben County 4-H Horse and Pony 
Club and served as a nurse in the 
labor and delivery ward at Cameron 
Memorial Community Hospital for 
the last 20 years, died Feb. 13 in 
Angola. 

Tonya Alleshouse, who worked 
with Booth since 1990, called her the 
“most comforting, giving woman I 
ever met in my life.”

Alleshouse said Booth served as a

“She would always teach the new 
mothers about caring for their babies. 
She was just a teacher-type of 
person.” 

Cindy Heffelfinger was a lifelong 
friend of Booth’s and worked with 
her as a nurse. “Rebecca would 
always grab the students and tried to 
show them everything she could.” 

Sisters Cathy Hasselman and 
Royann McLatcher said their sister, 
who was the middle child, knew 
early on that nursing was what she 
wanted. 

“She shadowed someone one day 
as a nurse, and said “That’s what I 
want to do,” McLatcher said. “She 
_ was always interested in helping 
people.” 

Hasselman said her sister was 
often the mediator as the middle 
child, and was always “strong-willed 
but kind-hearted.” 

Heffelfinger said those traits shone 
through throughout her friends’ life. 
“If you needed to talk, to vent, 
whatever, she was there to listen, and

Police kill man who shot estranged wife, held her hostage

WATERLOO ~~ Police shot 
and killed a Butler man who had

Wayne A. King, 
38, of the 100 
block of South 
Park Lane, was 
shot once by police 
alter he reportedly fired several 
times at police officers as they 
attempted to enter the home. 

Dawn R. King, 40, was rescued 
by police and flown to Fort 
Wayne’s Lutheran Hospital for 
treatment of severe gunshot 
wounds to both legs, according to 
Set. Rod Russell, public informa- 
tion officer for the Indiana State 
Police. 

The standoff began at 11:38 
a.m. when police were called to a 
domestic disturbance at 4155 U.S. 
6, Russell said. Police did not 
know why or how the disturbance 
began. 

At first, four people were inside 
the home — Wayne King, Dawn 
King and two children. The 
children escaped and fled to a 
nearby residence. 

“The neighbor is the one that 
called us,” said DeKalb County 
Sheriff's Department Chief Deputy 
Jay Oberholtzer. “The neighbor's 
husband went over to the house. 
You can hear on the 911 call that 
he returned to his house and that

The neighbors, who wished to 
remain anonymous, said during the 
standoff that they had Dawn 
King’s “little girl and puppy” 
safely in their custody.

Wayne King fired at the first 
responding officers -- police 
counted cight shots from a 12- 
gauge shotgun that came through 
the home’s windows, Russell said. 
Officers did not return fire, instead 
calling for backup, Russell added.

by officers with one of the

Dawn King had been shot 
in both legs, but Russell did 
not know if one or more 
gunshots had caused those 
wounds, Police believe she 
was shot before police 
received the initial call. 

Wayne King was 
pronounced dead by the 
DeKalb County Coroner's 
Office. 

U.S. 6 was closed to all 
traffic until almost 7 p.m. as 


police investigated. 

At the start of the 
standoff, uniformed police 
officers and officers in 
special tactics gear and 
ballistic helmets — all 
carrying rifles — crouched 
behind squad cars and 
structures around the home. 
Other officers moved across 
a field behind houses on the 
north side of U.S. 6 while 
additional officers used the 
Norfolk Southern railroad 
right-of-way on the south 
side of the road to move 
closer to the home.

Hostage negotiator explains w

gunman to save the fife of his 
hostage Friday in rural Waterloo. a 
staté police detective said. 

After a 5 '2-hour standoff, a 
state police sniper took down 
Wayne King. 38. of Butler with a 
single shot through a window just 
after 5 p.m. 

Officers then rushed King’s 
estranged wife. Dawn King. 40, of 
Waterloo to a helicopter that flew 


her for hospital treatment of her 
gunshot wound, 

“Her health was in serious 
danger.” Indiana State Police 
Detective Mark Heffelfinger said 
Saturday morning. “We knew that 
she Was getting ill, We felt by her 
reaction that she was possibly 
going into shock.

ANGOLA — A polymath is 
someone with the particular penchant 
for excellence in a number of very 
different fields. 

George Mansfield, who died 
Friday, March 26, 2010, was such a 
man. Mansfield designed and helped 
to build homes and industrial 
buildings in every corner of Steuben 
County, including a number of 
businesses and industrial sites in 
Angola. He was an accomplished 
woodworker and excellent classical 
guitarist. He taught himself piano 
and became an excellent golfer. He 
raced hydropianes on Steuben 
County lakes and was an avid 
mushroom hunter. And he bowled 
seven 300 games. 

“He was always trying to find 
some new hobby,” his wife, Janice, 
said. 

Angola city engineer Bill Boyer, 
who worked with Mansfield on a 
number of building projects 
beginning in the "80s and shared 
office space with Mansfield, 
described him as “a self-made man.” 

“Anything he set his mind to, he 
could do,” Boyer noted. 

Son Martin Mansfield said many 
people had referred to his father as 
“the most brilliant man they’d ever 
met.” As a fellow engineer, Thomas 
said he was amazed at some of the 
things his father managed to design 
by hand, especially in the era of 
computer aided-drafting. His father 
said he could pull a John Henry and 
outdraw his mechanical competition. 

“He would always say that he 
could outrun a computer)’ Martin 
said. “He was able to take a pen and 
a ruler and make a building come to 
life.” He also noted that his father 
would put together a list of what was 
needed for a project, and he'd be able 
to put it together himself. Now, such 
lists are created by computers. 

“Our prints are all done ina 
program,” Martin said. “You fl put 
together a design and it will spit out a 
list. What amazes me when | look at 
the prints he did is his were all done 
manually. ft was all done with a 
pencil, a brain and a calculator.” 

The buildings Mansfield designed 
included several offices along North 

. Wayne Street in Angola, as ‘well as 
Wolf Envelope, R.LS.E. Inc., and 
Metal Spinners. Mansfield atso took 
on management responsibilities for 
projects such as the Ashley water 
tower and sewer projects. 

“There’s hardly a corner of the 
county he hasn't influenced,” he said. 

Jim Myers, Boyer’s assistant 
engineer in the city engineer’s office, 
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George Mansfield showed true talent at nearly everything he attempted.

who worked with Boyer and 
Mansfield during their collaborations 
in the early °80s, said Mansfield 
would do nearly everything by hand. 

“He never used a computer,” 
Myers said. “He did everything on 
paper. But back then, that was the 
way you did it” 

Sometimes, Martin said, his father 
would be able to cut out early and 
shoot nine holes. Other times, it was 
different. “I'd wake up late at night, 
and Id see the lights on in his office. 
Sometimes he would draw all night, 
then maybe play his guitar for a 
while and fix breakfast.” 

Daughter Mary Emily Decker said 
her father would keep odd hours, but 
it was all a way for him to 
accomplish what he wanted and 
needed to. 

“He didn’t live for work, he 
worked to live,” Decker said. “He 
always got the next job so it could 
feed his passions.” 

While Mansfield’s passions might 
have moved from one activity to 
another, his. guitar was a constant, his 
family said.

Boyer said he and 
Myers would often play with 
Mansfield. 

“They'd always have to give us a 
stroke a hole,” Boyer said. “You 
couldn't heip but like George, he was 
a fun guy.” 

Sometimes Mansficid’s practicing 
went a little too far, Boyer said. “One 
time he had this long steel form pin, 
and he was demonstrating his 
backswing. He swung and it ripped 
up a big section of carpet.” 

Myers said that as a joke, he and 
Boyer put a club head on the pin and 
gave it to Mansfield as a Christmas 
pitt. 

When he began his woodworking 
passion, Janice said he immediately 
sought out the top people he could to 
help him. 

“Wherever he had to go to learn 
from the right people, he would go,” 
she said.

Police hope autopsy will yield clues 


FROM STAFF REPORTS 

AUBURN — Auburn Police are 
investigating the discovery of a 
body in Cedar Creek late Sunday 
afternoon, — 

The severely decomposed body 
was found near the DeKalb County 
Fairgrounds on South Union Street 
in Auburn, according to detective 
Lt. Mark Stump. 

An autopsy is scheduled for 
Tuesday afternoon to attempt to 
identify the body and determine a 
cause of death. Stump said police 
will not release any more details 
until after the autopsy. 

“We’re not sure at this point 
whether it was accidentai or there 
was any foul play,’ Auburn Police 
Chief Martin D, McCoy said 
Monday morning. “The doctors 
should be able to give us an idea of 
how long the body was in the 
water.” 
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McCoy would not reveal 
whether the body is of a man or 
woman, or whether police have 
any missing-person reports that 
might be related to the body. 

A person familiar with the - 
discovery, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said the body is a 
female with a butterfly tattoo on 
her abdomen. 

A man who was walking along 
the creek spotted the body in the 
water north of a footbridge at the 
fairgrounds, Stump said. 

Indiana Conservation Officers 
helped Auburn Police recover the 
body from the creek, where it had 
become snagged on a logjam in 
midstream. Stump said the water 
was chest-deep at that point. 

The only logjam in that stretch 
of the creek lies between the ends 
of Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, 
on the east bank of the stream.

Eventually, Baker’s business grew, 
and became more focused on window 
washing.

‘He loved having people talk to 
him,” Janice said.

had watched a movie on television 
in the cell block Friday night that 
depicted using a plastic bag as a 
way of committing suicide. 


A sheriff’s department official 


said Warstler apparently took a 
plastic trash bag from the bottom 
of a trash container and placed it 
over his head to cause his own 
death. 


Inmates later told officers they 


Inmates also told officials that 


Warstler had given no indication 
that he was depressed or intended 
to kill himself. They said he had 
been playing cards Friday night, 
and that his death came as a 
surprise to them. 

The death is being investigated 
by the DeKalb County Coroner’s 
Office, DeKalb County Sheriff's 
Department and Indiana State 
Police. 

The news release said Warstler 
was being held at the jail on 
charges of dealing in methamphet- 
amine, possession of precursors for 
methamphetamine, possession of

methamphetamine, domestic 
battery with a child present, 
domestic battery and 
invasion of privacy. 

Court records show that 
Warstler was arrested on all 
of those charges in 
September 2009 and was 
awaiting trials scheduled for 
Aug. 24 on the drug charges 
and Sept. 1 on the other 
charges. Court records also 
said Warstler was approxi- 
mately 6-foot-4 and 260 


pounds and showed that he 
previously lived in Angola. 

A sheriff’s department 
official said another inmate 
attempted suicide approxi- 
mately 11 years ago and 
died six months later as a 
result of the attempt. 

A woman died at the jail 
from medical causes about 
two years ago. 

The jail was holding 97 
inmates Saturday, above its 
rated capacity of 89 
prisoners.

Kenneth and Margaret Junk of Auburn never had children 
of their own, but that didn’t stop them from making a differ- 
ence in the lives of young people. 

“For many, many years, if you asked Ken how many kids 
he had, he’d say, ‘I have a hundred, and they’re all down in 
Terre Haute,’” said Zach Pies, director of development for 
Gibault Children’s Services. 

Mr. Junk died Feb. 24 at Betz Nursing Home in Auburn. 
He left behind a legacy at Gibault. 

In 2006, the Gibault dedicated the Kenneth and Margaret 
Junk Group Home on its Terre Haute7 campus to honor the 
couple’s years of generosity and dedication. The home houses 
up to eight students in a residential-style setting, as an alterna- 
tive to a dormitory. 

“Ken gave very, very strongly, and Ken wasn’t a 
profoundly wealthy man,” Pies said about Mr. Junk’s 
donations to Gibault. 

The Knights of Columbus founded Gibault in 1921 as a 
home for wayward boys. 

“We are far more than that now,” Pies added. Gibault 
provides housing and services for children who have been 
removed from their communities because of their behavior. It 
also provides programs to help families. 

Through his involvement with Knights of Columbus, Mr. 
Junk became impressed with Gibault’s mission. 

“This was where his heart was,” Pies said. “He was always 
curious about what was going on. He would call down at the 
beginning of the semester and say, ‘What do my kids need?’” 

Then, he would work to make sure those needs were met, 
through his own gifts and by enthusiastically recruiting other 
donors.

HAMILTON — John Evans’ job 
didn’t always allow him to be home, 
but his wife and children said he 


always did his best to make the most of 


the time he had. 

Evans, a veteran long-haul trucker 
from Hamilton, died May 8 at age 71. 

Wife Maxine said the two met at a 
restaurant in Columbus and were 
married after a brief courtship. 

“We eloped to West Virginia,” 
Maxine said. “We had the ceremony in 
the back of a ftve-and-dime store.

way he wanted to do it.” 

The pair had borrowed Evans’ 
brother Albert’s convertible for the 
occasion. 

“He wasn’t much for ceremony,” 
daughter Jackie Burris joked. 

After driving a milk truck for 
several years, Evans worked as a long 
haul trucker at the company owned by 
brother Albert’s twin, Elbert, Evans 
Equipment in Butler. Often, daughter 
Pamela Swander said, the girls would 
run out to greet their father when he’d 
come back from a week of driving. 
When he’d get back he’d work on the 
family’s farm. 

“We'd have pigs, cows, horses. He 
loved his farm animals,” Swander said. 
“He’d grown up on a farm.” 

The girls would work the farm 
while Evans was away during the 
week. 

“He’d try to make boys of his girls,” 
she joked. She said she remembered 
her father driving the tractor while she 
sat in the wagon. “I used to love going 
out on the wagon,” she said. 

Daughter Cindy Evans said that 
while her father might have been gone 
for fork, he wasn’t gone from his 
children’s lives. 

“He wasn’t always there, but he 
wasn’t absent,” she said. Evans was a 
constant at his daughters’ 4-H activities, 
she said, and he was always supportive. 
“He was a pretty easy-going dad, but 
when we grew up it became a relation- 
ship of respect. He was there for me 
when I was going through some tough 
times.”

Gingerich, who’s worked to put 
together a family genealogy, said her 
father was invaluable resource. 

“He remembered everything,” she 
said. “All I had to do was talk to him 
and he’d tell me stories about everyone. 
I’m really going to miss him.” 

When Jackie, the youngest daughter, 
was 14, Evans left long haul trucking to 
work closer to home. 

“T think that’s where he wanted to 
be,” Burris said. 

That decision left him more time 
to pursue his other hobby, buying old 
tractors and trucks at auctions. Or, as 
Maxine called them “junk.” 

“He called it art work, I called it 
junk,” she said. “I told him he should 
have been in junk for business.” 
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who did his best to provide a 
home for his family despite his 
long weeks on the road. 


“He knew it well,’ Burris said. 
“He loved auctions, buying junk, 
every second-hand thing he could get 
his hands on. He liked to drive old 
trucks. If it didn’t work, or if it 
wasn’t in the best shape, that’s what 
he wanted.” 

Gingerich said her father got many 
of his items from friends who were 
just looking to get rid of things. 

Evans’ family also remembered 
him as enjoying Christmas, or at 
least, enjoying teasing his kids 
around Christmas. 

“He straight tormented us with 
Christmas presents” Burris said. “He 
used to give us hints as to where they 
might be, but they wouldn’t be close 
to where they were.” 

Swander said sometimes the girls 
would get their father to let them open 
one item on Christmas Eve, but that 
they didn’t press their luck beyond that. 

Maxine said her husband was also 
the family’s toy tester, despite not 
having any boys. 

“He had to play with all of the toys,” 
she said. “Especially the video-games.”

Mausteller was devoted to public 
service and safety and doing what 
was best for people. 

Mausteller died May 2 in Lutheran 
Hospital, Fort Wayne, after an 
extensive public service career, As i 
member of the U.S. Army, he was 
served at the Pentagon and in the 
Pacific Theater in World War I. 

Born in Pennsylvania, after the 
war Mausteller served with volunteer 
fire departments in his home state 
and in St. Joe alter moving to this 
area. He was a former member of the 
DeKalb-Steuben Firefighters Associa- 
tion and was honored by that organi- 
zation as its “Firefighter of the Year” 
in 1977. 

Mausteller was a member of the 
Butler Lions Club and Forest Lodge 
Masonic chapter in Butler, In 1980, 
he began the first of two year's as 
Butler’s mayor. 

“His heart was in public service 
and public safety,” explained 
Mausteller’s son, Ron. 

“His philosophy was, ‘Pim here to 
serve, not to be served! That's 
probably the easiest way for me to 
describe his lifestyle,” Ron 
Mausteller added. “Being able to help 
others gave him the satisfaction. 
That's all that mattered.” 

“His heart was in public service 
and public safety,” he said. “That 
started right after high school and 
college. He was a police officer, 
firefighter, Mason, Lion, VEW. 
Anything to help people out, he was 
quick to go do that. He made sure he 
did his part to serve.” 

Retired Butler police officer Jerry 
Ladd, who served as chief under 
Mausteller, recalled one of the 
mayor's public relations efforts with 
the police department. 

“We would go out at noon and 
find someone with out-of-state 
plates,” Ladd explained. “We would 
compliment them on their driving and 
ask them to Junch, 

“T thought to mysell, “This will 
never work, people will be mad, they 
won't want to stop,” Ladd recalled. 
“Without exception, they were 
extremely pleased and happy. | think 
only one business person, who had a 
mecting to go to, didn’t accept.”

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Clabaugh led way as woman We!

“Garrett elects first woman 
mayor,” read the boldface headline in 
the Nov. 10, 1983, issue of The 
Garrett Clipper. 

Marcella Zerns Clabaugh had 
achieved 4 goal that only four or five 
pioneering females in the state had 
attained — the office of city mayor. 

Mrs, Clabaugh died May Li, 2010, 
at the age of 87. 

Her rise to the top city post came 
after years in city government. She 
served the city for 37 years, first as 
assistant to Mayor Fred L, Feick for 
13 years. 

In 1964, then- 
Mayor C.E. Miller 
appointed her to 
take over the post 
of clerk-treasurer 
following the 
resignation of 
Bertha Beeber. She 
was re-elected to 
that office for four 
terms, until 1983, when she ran as the 
Democratic nominee for mayor 
against GOP incumbent Phil Vander- 
bosch. Her candidacy drew 
supporters on both sides of the 
political aisle, according to current 
Garrett Clerk-treasurer Jennie 
DePaolo, who succeeded Clabaugh in 
that office. 

“(Marcella) was so highly 
regarded. Garrett resident Mary 
Mountz held a tea in her home in 
honor of Marcella’s candidacy for 
mayor,’ DePaolo recalled. Several 
Supporters attended the function. 

Clabaugh was elected mayor in the 
fall of 1983, making her the first 
female mayor in DeKalb County, as 
well. 

Her decision to run followed the 
untimely deaths of her first husband, 
Maxwell Zerns, and only child, son 
Joel, both in 1979 of apparent heart 
attacks. 

Clabaugh and DePaolo were 
involved with the Indiana League of 
Municipal Clerks and Treasurers. 
Both served as presidents during their 
careers. Johnnie Riley, a former 
supervisor with the Indiana State 
Board of Accounts, told conference 
members how he was amazed that 
Clabaugh was able to come before 
the body at a difficult personal time 
in her life to conduct her duties:as 
State president that year. 

DePaolo recalls Clabaugh’s sense

of humor and how she enjoyed 
having a good time. At a state league 
convention, Clabaugh was reported to 
have “cut a mean jitterbug” on the 
dance floor by a city clerk in 
attendance from Highland. 

Ann Garoffolo-Goar, formerly of 
Lebanon and now of Frankfort, was 
also a long-term clerk-treasurer who 
was elected as her city’s mayor in 
1983. She recalled Clabaugh as “a 
lovely person who brought out the 
best in all of us.” 

DePaolo considers herself icky to 
have followed Clabaugh in the clerk- 
treasurer’s office. 

“She seemed so poised and 
respected in the community, and an 
established part of City Hall. She was 
even my husband’s Cub Scout 
ieader,” DePaolo said. 

Mayor Herb Kleeman, who served 
three terms beginning in 1991, recalls 
Clabaugh as a “wonderful woman for 
Garrett. All her life was devoted to 
the city.” 

Kleeman said she would visit his 
office regularly. 

“She was always willing to talk, 
very pleasant. But she never tried to 
steer or direct,” he said. 

DePaolo agreed. 

“I do not recall her, even once, 
trying to suggest I carry out a 
procedure or function ‘her way’ from 
her experience. There was no reason 
to worry about intimidation,” 
DePaolo said. 
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first female mayor. 


Mrs. Clabaugh served only one 
term. At the time, she said it was “not 
an easy decision” to not seck a 
second term. 

She remarked that after giving 37 
years to the city, she wanted to relax 
and enjoy life in her hometown. 
During her term as mayor, she 
married Don Clabaugh. Clabaugh 
was devoted to her family, especially 
her grandchildren, Scott and Debbie. 
She also was an active member of 
the First Church of Christ in Garrett, 
where she was a member of the 
choir. 

Upon leaving the office of mayor, 
Clabaugh listed several highlights 
from her tenure, including growth of 
the city through annexation by 
adding 160 acres for a new industrial 
park and mobile home park. 

Two $400,000 grants to the city 
improved drainage, resurfaced the 
South Road and helped rebuild the 
old utility department substation — 
projects that were completed without 
burdening the taxpayers with a bond 
issue. She reported that good 
management of city funds left the 
city in good financial shape for her 
successor. 

DeKalb County Democrats 
honored her as the first female 
mayor in the county at a meeting in 
1984 

“She was always pleased with 
where she had been and what she 
accomplished,” Kleeman said.

WATERLOO — Ken Boseker got 
a big bang out of the Fourth of July. 

In apparent contradiction to his 
quiet nature, he loved fireworks. 

“Here’s this quiet, gentle man,” 
said his wife, Donna Boseker. For the 
family’s annual fireworks party at the 
Bosekers’ rural Waterloo home, 
“He’d buy the biggest 
package he could 
buy,” she said. 

Mr. Boseker died 
unexpectedly May 23 
at the age of 69. 

Staging a big 
fireworks show for 
July 4 “created a 
chance for him to see 
the joy in everybody 
else,’ said Boseker’s 
son, Donovan Martin. “He didn’t do 
that because he loved fireworks. He 
did that because he wanted to see 
how happy it made everybody else.”

Uncle Low

ANGOLA — Lowellon “Lou” 
Myers was a ubiquitous presence in 
Angola for more than 30 years. 

Myers, who owned service stations 
across the city for more than three 
decades, passed away Saturday, July 
10, in Angola. He was 74. 

Myers’ wife, Sandra, said her 
husband worked for 10 years at a 
Shell station along the Indiana Toll 
Road, before that station went out of 
business. After that, Myers struck out 
on his own, she said, opening a 
Sunoco station on North Wayne 
Street. That station was the first of 
several owned by Myers in the city, 
including a station near what is now 
Trine University and another on East 
Maumee Street. Sandra said her 
husband loved the service aspect of 
his job. 

“He was a real people person,” 
Sandra said. “He was ‘Uncle Lou’ to 
everybody. Probably a lot of people 
have stories.” 

Sandra said the two of them 
getting together wasn’t something 
someone might have expected. The 
two met while both were in high 
school, Myers at Scott Center, Sandra 
at Angola. 

“T couldn’t stand him, not when I 
first met him,” she said, laughing. “I 
really don’t know why. I went with 
him once, and then I said I wouldn’t 
again.” 

A couple years later, 1955, the two 
got together again. Lou had graduated 
from high school and was working. 
Sandra said that this time, things 
were different. 

“T think we both had changed from 
the first time we’d gone out,” she 
said. The two were married in 1956, 
after Sandra graduated. 

She noted that while her husband 
worked very hard, he’d always make 
time for her and his children at the 
end of every day. 

“They'd have ponies, he’d spend a 
weekend building a tree-house,” she 
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was an Angola fixture 


said. “He really enjoyed people.” 

Son Michael said his father was 
definitely a generous spirit who 
always had stories to tell. 

“He'd have cute little sayings or 
jokes out on the marquee,” he noted. 
“And he’d always have a story to tell 
someone. Some were off-color, some 
weren't.” 

Michael also remembered that his 
father would have suckers out for 
kids at the station. Sometimes, he 
said, they weren’t just for kids. 

“Whenever he'd be on the road 
and get stuck in traffic because of 
construction, you could always tell 
where Dad was, because the road 
workers would have suckers. Mom 
would always say she knew exactly 
where Dad was because of the 
suckers the road workers had,” he 
said. 

Sandra said her husband would 
often do the same thing with bubble 
gum, as well. He’d also keep sugar 
cubes in his pockets for the children’s 
ponies and horses, she noted, and all 
of them would come running toward 
him when he came into view, 
expecting a treat. 

In addition to his work at the 
service stations, Myers worked as a 
reserve officer for the Steuben 
County Sheriff’s Department. He 
served as both a work-release officer 
and as the department’s transportation 
officer before retiring in 2003. 

“He was one of those guys who 
always had a smile on his face, a 
typical good guy,” Chief Deputy 
Kevin Kane said. As transportation 
officer, Myers was responsible for 
picking up or driving prisoners to 
court dates, doctor visits or other 
events. “He always had a joke, ora 
word of encouragement,” Kane said. 
“It was always fun to be around him.” 

Michael remembered one night 
where Myers’ two worlds came 
together. 

“About midnight or | a.m. he got 
a call from the sheriff’s depart- 
ment,” Michael said. “They told 
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Lou Myers was a fixture around 
Angola for decades as owner of 
several service stations in various 
locations around the city. Myers 
also served as a reserve officer 
with the Steuben County Sheriff’s 
Department, serving as an officer 
in transportation and work release. 


him, *You’ve been robbed.’ So he 
went down to the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, and they tell him they’ve got 
the crime solved. The guy who'd 
been working there that night had 
taken the money out of the register, 
put it in a bag and walked behind 
the store to put it in a tree.

GARRETT —American flags flew 
over dozens of headstones in 
Christian Union Cemetery on June 2, 

Ut was only fitting that Buelta 
(Fenstermaker) Anderson, 85, be laid 
to rest amid the field of red, white 
and blue shortly after Memorial Day. 

The World War [1 veteran of the 
U.S. Navy died May 28 in her Garrett 
home, 

Although she rarely spoke of her 
years in the service, it was no secret 
that she was among a group of 
women who worked behind the 
scenes to crack codes for naval 
intelligence. 

Buelta Fenstermaker enjoyed 
playing in the band at Garrett High 
School, and was a drum major her 
junior and senior years. Shortly after 
graduation in 1942, she worked for 
General Electric in Fort Wayne, 
building airplane engines on the 
assembly fine. 

Tt was that summer that President 
Franklin Roosevelt signed into law a 
bill to form the Women Accepted for 
Volunteer Emergency Service 
(WAVES). The 25th member of her 
high school class to join the military, 
Buelta was among 12 area women 
sworn into the WAVES in Fort Wayne 
about a year Later. 

“She wanted to go into the service, 
and her dad (Arna Fenstermaker) 
signed the papers to go in the 
service,” said Buelta’s daughter, 
Tammy Bowman of Garrett. “At that 
tine, many area women were going 
into the service.” 

Recruitment needed to be 
managed, because so many women 
were interested in joming the 
WAVES. More than 27,000 recruits 
reportedly were fitted for the 
specially designed, navy-blue woolen 
uniforms during its first year. 

Buelta left her GE job and took a 
train that November for the Hunter 
College in the New York borough of 
the Bronx. The college facility 
provided basic training for Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
women recruits. 

She was stationed in Washington, 
D.C., after basic training, where she 
worked in 2 communications office. It 
was in these offices that Buelta and 
other WAVES worked on deciphering 
series of numerical codes important 
tothe defense of the United States. 

“They used a computer as big as 
this house,” Bowman said. “And they 
were working with numbers. They 
decoded documents, but we never 
told what they were. 

“(Buelta) was sworn to a code of 
silence, and she took it to her grave,” 
she added, “All mom said was they 
worked with numbers.” 

Buelta and her coworkers wouldw’t 
know when they broke a code until 
commanders came in and gave them 
a commendation, “I think it had to do 
with the Pacific,” said Bowman, 
Others in her group also received 
citations.

When she returned to Garrett in 
1946, Buelta married classmate Paul 
Anderson, who was a tailgunner in 
the U.S. Air Corps. The couple had 
four children, including son Mike, a 
U.S. Navy veteran of the Vietnam 
War, who also lives in Garrett. The 
couple also had two sons who 
preceded her in death, Mark and 
Martin Anderson, 

Three representatives from the 
U.S. Navy -- two men and a female 
officer —- were present for Buelta’s 
graveside military honors. 

“Twas just floored,” Bowman said 
of the Navy representatives. "Twas 
hoping (they would be there). 

Buelta’s casket was draped with 
the American flag, as members of the 
Garrett American Legion post offered 
a military salute. 

“It was Memorial Day weekend, 
and it was very pretty — the 
cemetery full of flags,” said 
granddaughter Brea Anderson 
Liddell. “1 think she would have 
really liked that, and the Navy 
officers, especially the woman. 

“(Buclta) was very, very proud of 
what she was involved with the 
service —- and the whole evolution of 
women becoming involved in World 
War I. She was very proud of the 


aos 


fact that she was one of the frontrun- 
ners on that,” Liddell said. 

“My mother was a trailblazer, like 
most of the women of that time.” 

Bowman said. “Thanks to all of 
them, women today have more 
opportunities and choices than ever 
before. 

“Every time I meet a woman 
veteran, | thank her for what they 
have done for our country and for 
what they have done for women.” 

During her two-year stint in 
Washington, D.C., Buelta and her 
Navy friends often took the train to 
New York City, They took the train 
everywhere, Bowman said. “Oh, they’ 
had lots of fun!” 

She and her friends always wanted 
to see the Radio City Hall Rockettes, 
but it was too expensive to go on the 
salaries they earned as WAVES. Her 
daughter recalls having to watch 
every time the Rockettes were on 
television. 

“When the Rockettes came to Fort 
Wayne last November, t took her,” 
Bowman said. “(Mom) was just 
beside herself. We had wonderful 
seats — it was something she wanted 
to do all her life. Afterward, I was so 
glad T did it. She was a young tady 
(again) that whole night.”

On Jan. 8, the Waterloo 
Marshal’s Department 
arrested Stuller on charges 
of dealing in methampheta- 
mine, a Class A felony; 
possession of methampheta- 
mine, a Class A felony; 
possession of chemical 
reagents or precursors with 
intent to manufacture ¢ 
controlled substance, a 
Class C felony; and posses- 
sion of paraphernalia, a 
Class A misdemeanor. 
Waterloo officers said they 
found Stuller while investi- 
gating a strong chemical 
odor from an apartment in 
the 1100 block of South 
Wayne Street, where they 
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found two “one-pot” 
reactors “cooking” meth. 
They also reported finding 
precursors for making meth, 
paraphernalia and finished

FREMONT — The sight of 
motorcycles traveling the roads of 
Steuben County is a familiar one in 
the summer months.

AUBURN — Margaret Davis saw 
the world through an artist’s eyes, 
said her daughter, Sherri Sible. 

Her discerning eyes closed in 
death Aug. 1, 2010, at the age of 96, 
College-trained as an artist, she 

married Kelso Davis in 1934 in 
Michigan. They moved to Auburn in 
1938, when they bought a photog- 
raphy studio. They would operate the 
business for the next 60 years. 

“It was a lucky blend, the photog- 
rapher and the artist,” Sible suid. 

Margaret Davis used her talents to 
apply tints to her husband’s black 
and-white pictures, giving them 
lifelike colors. 

While her husband served in the 
armed forces during World War II, 
she ran the studio herself for two 
years, One of the child portraits she 
took during that time hung in the 
front room of their business until it 
closed. 

“He said that was. their best 
portrait ~~ and Mother did it,” Sible 
said, 

After the war, Margaret Davis 
raised the couple’s three daughters 
and worked from their home on a 
spacious corner lot just south of 
Auburn, 

“Dad was always ready to move 
into town,” Sible said, but Mrs. Davis 
wouldn’t budge. “She said, ‘This ts 
paradise. This is my heaven on 
earth.” 

Her well-tended, personal Garden 
of Eden contained more than two 
dozen varieties of trees, along with 
bushes and flowers of all types. She 
brought sandstone from her mother’s 
garden in Michigan to build a rock 
garden. She raised plants that 
attracted butterflies and, every day, 
she put out suet for the birds. 

Once, when a favorite tree of the 
birds diced, she had her son-in-law, 
Gury Sible, dig a hole and “plant” the 
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gardens south of Auburn.

KENDALLVILLE — She showed 
her family love, brought them joy and 
made them laugh for the 91 years she 
spent with them.

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Zimmer: A man of mind, body

ANGOLA — Donald Zimmer, a 
retired Tri-State University history 
professor who strongly believed in 
education — living and promoting it 
through scholarly pursuits — died 
Aug. 27 at his Columbus home. He 
was 81. 

Mr. Zimmer was born July 1, 
1929 in Cleveland to Francis and 
Mildred Perry Zimmer. 

From 1948 to 1950, he served in 
the U.S. Army and taught soldiers 
how to fuel missiles. 

Family members said education 
was a huge part of his life. Mr. 
Zimmer earned his bachelor’s degree 
from Ohio University, then taught 
Latin and history at St. Mark’s 
School in Salt Lake City. For a short 
time, he worked at Hercules Powder 
Co., then went on to teach Latin, 
history, and government at 
Indianapolis’ Tudor Hall. After 
writing a history of Madison to 1850, 
he earned his Ph.D. 

Mr. Zimmer was professor of 
history and government at then Tri- 
State University with an emphasis on 
urban history and city building. He 
taught there for 30 years. It was 
during that time he wrote a history of 
Rush County. His longtime friend 
and colleague, Tom Tierney, 
described Mr. Zimmer as a renais- 
sance man. 

“A strongly religious and a 
fiercely loving family man, Don 
loved to torment his friends by 
playing the devil’s advocate,” 
Tierney wrote by e-mail. “He’d love 
to back you into a corner trying to 
defend what both you and he knew 
was right. If you resorted to emotion, 
he had won. Believe me, I’ve been 
there. 

“T suspect he did a bit of that to 
his students as well. While teaching 
history, he also taught them the value 
of careful argumentation with reason 
and employing unbiased sources and 
how a democracy can only thrive

with this kind of deliberation. He is 
much needed in this political climate. 

“He loved the life of the mind. A 
historian, he stocked his well with 
information from multiple fields 
and with arguments and counterar- 
guments. I learned much about 
domestic architecture from him, 
even during our last talk a month or 
so ago. He worked with both his 
mind and his hands. He not only 
studied architecture, he did it, as a 
carpenter both early in life and 
later. On the whole, he was a man 
of mind and action, with great love 
for family, religion and friends.” 

On Feb. 4, 1956, Mr. Zimmer 
married his wife, Elaine in South 
Euclid, Ohio. They were married 55 
years, a feat their son, Dr. Matthew 
Zimmer, an Angola veterinarian, 
said is rare today: “He had a loyalty 
to (Tri-State), her, and his family. I 
think that’s more unique.” 

Mr. Zimmer enjoyed tennis, 
bicycling, skiing, and chess with his 
wife and grandchildren. Matt said 
his father had a competitive spirit 
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and liked individual sports, despite 
battling Parkinson’s Disease for the 
last 15 years of his life. 

“He influenced all of his kids to 
pursue education,” Matt said. “He 
loved to debate, talk and argue. He 
liked to talk about topics. He loved 
to teach.” 

Matt said his father built or 
remodeled something every 
summer. He built dollhouses for all 
of his granddaughters and the stalls 
at Matt’s veterinary practice and 
farm. But Mr. Zimmer did it 
without wanting any attention. 

Another one of his sons, Mike of 
Angola, an electrician, said his 
father was bullheaded and firm. “He 
was a disciplinarian. He worked 
hard and provided for us. He taught 
perseverance and to set goals,” 
Mike said and noted his father did 
not like chicken or hot dogs. 

Mike noted his dad was up on a 
ladder at age 81, despite his 
Parkinson’s, fixing something when 
he fell and broke his hip a short 
time ago. 

Mr. Zimmer was a member of St. 
Bartholomew Catholic Church. 

Mr. Zimmer survived by his 
wife, Elaine; children Mark (Jill) 
Zimmer, Philip (Christina) Zimmer, 
MaryLynn (David) Glass, all of 
Columbus; Dr. Matthew (Susan) 
Zimmer and Michael (Sara) 
Zimmer, all of Angola; 14 
grandchildren; four great-grandchil- 
dren; and a brother, Francis 
(Jeanette) Zimmer of Cleveland.

Thrapp quietly helped community

KENDALLVILLE — On a recent 
visit, Noble County chief public 
defender James Abbs tried to get 
John C. Thrapp to talk about his days 
as a star athlete at Kendallville High 
School. 

Thrapp talked very little about 
himself, despite lettering in three 
sports three times, Abbs said 
Thursday. Instead, Thrapp pulled out 
a yearbook and started telling stories 
about how great all the other athletes 
were. 

“That was typical John. The focus 
was always on others, never on 
himself,’ Abbs said. 

It’s a sentiment that many who 
knew Thrapp expressed this week. 
Thrapp died Sept. 11 at age 76. 

“Tn life, you get to meet very few 
special people. John was one of those 
people,” said Thrapp’s longtime 
friend, Michael Yoder. He was the 
sort of person who did special things 
for his community and its people 
every day, and never asked for any 
credit. 

“I’m not sure I know anybody 
who did more for more people in this 
community than John and never 
asked any credit,’ Yoder said. 

“John never wanted to be in the 
spotlight,’ said Noble Circuit Judge 
G. David Laur. Thrapp was just very 
quietly successful in everything he 
did. 

The son of an attorney, Thrapp 
became a star athlete at Kendallville 
High School. Abbs said he was — 
Kendallville’s first member of the 
1,000 Point Club. Thrapp lettered in 
three sports for only three years 


because he had appendicitis one year 
and couldn’t participate, Abbs said. 

“He was one of the all-time great 
basketball players in the state of 
Indiana,” Yoder said. When Thrapp 
joined the 1,000 
Point Club, it was 
much harder to do 
than today. . 

Senior Judge 
Robert Probst, who 
was a year behind 
Thrapp in high 
school, said Thrapp 
was also a great 
high-jumper and 
hurdler. 

After graduating from Wabash 
College, Thrapp went to law school at 
the University of Louisville, Probst 
recalled. Like Probst — also the son

of a lawyer — Thrapp went into the 


practice of law, and they actually ran 
against each other for the Republican 
nomination for Noble County 
Prosecutor in 1962. Thrapp won and 


went on to win the general election. 


Probst said Thrapp was a man of 
the highest integrity. “He was just a 
marvelous person and lawyer,” the 
retired judge said. 

Abbs described Thrapp as Noble 
County’s Atticus Finch, referring to 
the attorney from “To Kill a 
Mockingbird.” Thrapp was probably 


the county’s most competent 


attorney, but he was quiet about it, 
Abbs said. 

After leaving office as prosecutor, 
Thrapp continued in the practice of 
law. When Rudolph Rehwinkel was 
mayor of Kendallville, Thrapp served 
as city attorney, Probst said. 

Thrapp was also served as the East 
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Noble School Corp. attorney at one 
time, and was the president of the 
Noble County Public Defender Board 
for the last 10 years. 

“Our public defender office is 
probably one of the most progressive 
there is, and a lot of that is because of 
John’s support,” Abbs said. 

In his later years, Thrapp focused 
mainly on estates and elder law. 

“When John handled an estate, 
you just never had any worries 
whatsoever,” Laur said. 

Thrapp maintained his law office 
right up to the end. 

“John was the senior member of 
our practicing bar,’ Laur said. “He 
was a wonderful attorney with 
wonderful stories about the past.” 

Thrapp and wife Betty had two 
children, Richard and Susie, each 
now grown. 


The son of a coach and a star high | 


school athlete, Thrapp also worked 
with his own children, who were top 
athletes themselves. Susie became the 
first female basketball player at East 
Noble High School to join the 1,000 
Point Club, Abbs said. 

Richard Thrapp followed in the 
family business as well, becoming an 
attorney. Today he is a partner in Ice 
Miller LLC in Indianapolis, one of 
the state’s most prestigious law firms. 
Susie has also excelled, becoming a 
successful businesswoman. 

All interviewed for this story also 


_ spoke of Thrapp’s generosity. As in 


everything else, he preferred to help 
people behind the scenes, taking no 
credit, they said. 

“He just did a lot of things for a 
lot of people,” Yoder said. “He was a 
very private person.”

ANGOLA — Picture Mother 
Nature walking through a sun- 
dappled forest, a far-away half smile 
on her face and a crown of leaves on 
her head. 

That was Marion Williams 
Eberhardt. 

Marion, 85, dicd Sept. 7 in the 
home she shared with her husband, 
Act, for 58 years. They planted trees 
on their corner fot and since Marion 
would not let Art trim them, they 
grew into a little urban forest, where 
the couple enjoyed the changing 
seasons, 

Days before she died, Marion sat 
peacefully watching the leaves “and 
the light coming through the trees,” 
said Art. 

These very simple things —- a 
sunset, a child’s smile — meant so 
much to her. 

“When we think about people in 
this world, who are ‘salt of the earth, 
people who are grounded and solid 
and real, T suspect many of us here 
today would think of Marion 
Eberhardt,” said the Rev. Deb Davis 
in her eulogy Sept. 11. “As a friend 
of Marion’s said to me ... “She was 
incapable of thinking badly of 
anyone, She just didn’t think that 
way.” 

Marion was active in the First 
Congregational United Church of 
Christ. Art described his wife with a 
phrase used by the Angola church: 
“Practice compassion, practice (rust, 
practice forgiveness, practice non- 
judgment, practice generosity, 
practice thankfulness, practive joy.” 

“It so well summarizes Marion’s 
dance of life.” he said. She was a 
kind person who abhorred violence. 
She raised their children — Roger, 
Laurie and the late Ellen — with a 
gentle hand and soft words. The 
Eberhardts have four grandchildren. 

Julie Eddy Penix remembers the 
quilt Marion made her when she was 
a child, and the quilts Marion made 
for Julie’s children later on. “And a 
litte one for their dolls,” said Julie. 
“Marion knew little girls, and she 
knew they’d need blankets for their 
dolls, too.” 

She made Sally Shearer Miller a 
quilt with Winnie the Pooh characters 
drawn in black outlines, so while 
Sally convalesced in the hospital 
during a difficult pregnancy, she 
could color the characters in. 
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Niarion Eberhardt leans against a 
tree, at ease in her natural habitat. 


Marion led Girt Seout and 
Brownie troops, and knew all the fun 
songs and activities. The Eberhardts 
took their own children throughout 
the U.S. and Canada, to siate and 
national parks and invited their 
friends, like the Eddys, the Snyders 
and the Sylers, to join them at their 
cabin near the Manistee River. 

The cabin was built with logs Art 
and Marion discovered in a swamp in 
Kalkaska County, Mich. 

“We did everything by hand, there 
were ho power tools involved in any 
of it,” said Art. He called the 
construction project “a joy” the 
couple shared with their children, The 
result was a hideaway Marion 
enjoyed visiting regularly. Even when 
her health was failing, and 
Alzheimer’s was taking its toll, 
Marion was ready to pack her bags 
and head to Michigan, 

Their property is now a conserva- 
tion easement through the Grand 
Traverse Conservancy. The drive is 
planted with white and red pine from 
seeds found in the Traverse City State 
Park. 

They have £0 acres on the Pigeon 
River where they have a small screen 
house and trees they have nurtured. 

Together they helped blaze the 
trail at Steuben County’s McClue 
Nature Reserve and assisted in giving 
birth to the Adopt-A-Tree Festival 
and Christmas sing-a-longs at 
ACRES’ Wing Haven Nature 
Preserve. Marion served as recording 
secretary for the board of directors of 
ACRES Lanudltrust for around 20 
years. 

Marion’s often whimsical artistic 
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ability led her to run a hand-made 
natural crafls business for some time. 
She also kept careful journals, 
including the annals of McClue. She 
clipped articles that ran in the local 
paper and saved pictures of the first 
class to walk through the reserve, 
which was left to the county by 
attoracy Maurice McClue, for 
educational purposes. 

Marion was proud of MeClue, and 
the educational impact that it 
continues to have for youngsters 
today. 

“That came from Marion, the ide: 
of it being a ‘scheo! natural area,” 
said Art. 

Marion was a teacher when Art 
met her at his sister's house in 
Petoskey, Mich., 62 years ago. A 
Lansing, Mich. native, she graduated 
from Michigan State University and 
was teaching home economics in 
Petoskey.

They were married June 26, 1949, 
in Lansing and moved to Angola in 
1952 when Art got a job teaching at 
Tri-State College. 

Every moment was a milestone for 
Marion. She reveled with her 
children, the children of the church 
and her Scouts, and she was a 
champion of the trees and pristine 
flora, 

“Her love of nature, that’s 
overwhelming,” said Art. “You don’t 
have to teach that.” 

Their children absorbed it, and 
Laurie is a biology teacher in 
Valparaiso and Roger works for the 
Department of Natural Resources. 

In their chosen careers, Marion's 
children carry on her legacy. 

And, when the wind sings a 
cheerful song as it plays through the 
tops of the wees, that is Marion, 
dancing with Mother Nature.

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Auburn fire chief led ‘the family’ 


Jerry Bauermeister brought humor, professionalism to job

AUBURN — Jerry Bauermeister 
viewed the Auburn Fire Department 
as an extension of his family. 

A firefighter for 38 years, 
Bauermeister served as Auburn’s fire 
chief from 1992 to 2005. Never 
without a story or a new joke, he 
helped usher in a new era of 
programs and thinking to the fire 
department, Auburn firefighters said. 

Mr. Bauermeister, 65, died Sept. 
24 at St. Joseph Hospital in Fort 
Wayne. 

“There’s not a week or month that 
goes by that something happens that 
doesn’t remind us of him and his 
time here,” said firefighter Andy 
Maloney, who was hired by 
Bauermeister. 

Current Auburn Fire Chief Mike 
VanZile said Bauermeister started the 
training course at Fire Station No. 2 
that is now among the best in the 
state. Jerry also began multiple 
programs during his tenure, 
including the fire department’s honor 
guard and color guard. 

“He was a huge advocate of the 
training center,” said Auburn Mayor 
Norm Yoder. “He always argued why 
we should advocate funds for it, and 
we never did it fast enough. He was 
very focused on the end result.” 

Bauermeister came to Auburn after 
spending 25 years with the Fort 
Wayne Fire Department, where he 


won the 1987 Indiana Firefighter of 
the Year award 

When he came to Auburn.as fire 
chief in 1992, his stories and sense of 
humor came with him. 

“He accumulated a lot of stories 
with his 25 years in Fort Wayne, and 
he shared them up here,’ Auburn Fire 
Department Capt. Ken Knox said. 
“He wanted to be part of that 
camaraderie in the firehouse.” 

Knox 
continued 

thinking 
back: “He 
was always 
telling jokes. 
Every day he 
always had 
something 
new. He 
would just 
start telling a 
story, and it 
would end 
up being a 
joke with the

punch line.” 

Family always came before the 
job. If a firefighter had family matters 
arise, Bauermeister would tell him to 
get it taken care of, then come back 
to work, VanZile said. 

“Family was No. | to 
(Bauermeister),” he said. “I think the 
biggest thing I took away from Jerry 
was his fairness. Stuff comes up in 
people’s lives, and he understood 
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that.” 

VanZile said Bauermeister viewed 
those involved with the fire depart- 
ment as family. Coming from Fort 
Wayne, he went from a 300-person 
department to Auburn’s 20-person, 
close-knit group. 

He made sure that family grew. In 
1993, Bauermeister pushed the city 
administration to hire three 
firefighters, and then six more 
followed in 1996. Many of those he 
hired still work for the Auburn Fire 
Department today. 

“He was great to Auburn as fire 
chief, guiding a small department 
with a lot of volunteers into a very 
professional organization with equal 
volunteers and full-time firefighters,” 
Yoder said. 

The sense of family stayed with 
Bauermeister long after he left the 
firehouse. 

“Whenever I saw him after he 
retired, right after he asked, “How 
you doing?’, it was always, ‘How’s 
the family doing?’” Maloney said. 
“That has always stuck with me.” 

Those who knew Bauermeister 
said his legacy reaches beyond the 
programs he started and the compan- 
ionship he enhanced. 

“He was forward-thinking,” 
VanZile said. “We always have to 
open doors. If we don’t, we never 
know what’s on the other side. We 
just have to keep pushing forward, 
cause our world changes every day.”

GARRETT — She sought to make 


a difference wherever she was and 
lived by the motto: “Never say 
anything you can’t take back.”

Senior pastor Stuart Kruse tells 
about the first time Mr. Gerig and his 
late wife, Mary Lou, visited the 
church as a young couple. At a 
congregational meeting, someone 
expressed the opinion that the church 
did not need new people. 

The Gerigs went home thinking it 
was not the church for them, but soon 

three couples arrived at their front 
door, encouraging them to ignore the 
comments and come back. 

Norman Gerig never forgot that, 
Kruse said, and he supported a vision 
of the church moving forward and 
reaching out. 

“He always gave that speech of: 
“We always can welcome more 
people into the church,” Kruse said. 

“If Norm said it, people would 
believe it,’ Kruse added. “He was a 
calculated risk-taker. He would push 
people to do things that were within 
the realm of possibility.” 

_ Many people turned to Mr. Gerig 
_for sound advice about life — 

including the church’s retired pastor, 
Al Black of Auburn. 

“He was kind of my adopted 
father,’ Black said. “I went to him for 
counsel and tapped his wisdom many 
times about decisions. He was always 


ready and very wise about 
responses.” 

Black added, “He was a spiritually 
committed man, committed to Christ, 
and expressed wisdom and spiritual 
insight. ... He was very sensitive to 
the needs of other people.” 

Mike Gerig had Norman Gerig as 
his real father, and remembers him as 
a hard-working, dawn-to-dusk farmer. 

At the end of the day, Mike Gerig 
said, “If I met him at the back steps 
with my glove, even though I knew 
he was dead tired, he would always 
play catch with me. He had to have 
worked 14 hours ... but he never 
turned me down.” 

Later, Mike Gerig said, his parents 
never missed one of his college 
football games, driving long 
distances and enduring rain, sleet and 
snow. They showed the same 
commitment to the activities of their 
other children and their grandchil- 
dren, he added. 

Many people who grew up in rural 
Auburn remember Norman Gerig as 
their school bus driver. On the last 
day of school each year, he bought 
every student on the bus a frozen 
treat from Al Grogg’s service station 


in Auburn. 


As a 50-year member of the 
Auburn Lions Club, Gerig managed 
to preside over the club successfully 
even while he faced the many 
demands on a county clerk. 

“He was an extremely conscien- 
tious individual,” said Hubert 
Stackhouse of Auburn, a longtime 
fellow Lion. “That man’s middle 
name should have been ‘integrity. 

“T think he just had a servant’s 
heart,” Mike Gerig said. “The public 
servant was what people saw, but he 
did a lot of things for our farm 
community — our neighbors.” 
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Norman Gerig retired from the 
Indiana House of Representatives 
to care for his wife, Mary Lou, 
when her health began to fail. 


His strong character served Gerig 
well in the state Legislature, where he 
rose to become the ranking 
Republican member of the powerful 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

He loved the Legislature, his son 
said, and Gerig probably could have 
been re-elected indefinitely. But after 
eight years in Indianapolis, he retired 
to care for his wife, whose health was 
failing. 

“He just didn’t feel good about 
being away from her,’ Mike Gerig 
said. “He gave up something he really 
loved to take care of someone he 
loved even more. That was a pretty 
good life lesson for those of us who 
were watching.”

WOLCOTTVILLE — Jean 
Greathouse knew all about sharing of 
herself and serving people, since she 
lived by the motto: “You never really 
give until you give of yourself.” 

She spent her life working in 
social services, even in her final days 
when cancer ravaged her body she 
still went to work. 

Jean, 73, lost her battle with her 
terminal illness Oct. 31 when she 
died surrounded by her family. 

Keith Greathouse said no one is 
perfect, but his late wife, Jean, was 
pretty close in having a huge heart for 
others, especially women and 
children. 

She was born March 24, 1937 in 
Glen Ridge, N.J. and moved to 
Columbus in 1952. In 1955, she 
graduated from Columbus High 
School and Hanover College with a 
degree in sociology in 1955. She was 
a proud member of the Phi Mu 
Sorority. 

On Sept. 19, 1959, she married 
Keith. “I was introduced to Jean in 
the summer 1957 by a frat brother. 
She was attending Hanover College 
and I was attending Franklin 
College,” he said. “I thought, ‘This is 
a lady I could spend the rest of my 
life with.” 

And Keith was right. After a 
courtship, he proposed to Jean at a 
drive-in restaurant. She agreed and 
the couple enjoyed 51 years together. 
When the couple was first married, 
Jean knew little about cooking.

Jean for five years. Debbie’s 
daughter, Rene, 13, had a special 
relationship that was like a 
grandmother and grand-daughter. 
“Rene started growing her hair long 
to make a wig for Jean, but then 
realized it (would help more people) 
to donate to Locks of Love in Jean’s 
name,” Debbie said. “She was a 
caring, warm lady. She donated 
clothes, bought Halloween treat 
baskets for my kids.” 

Carl Zimmerman was a longtime 
friend of Jean’s after meeting her 
through the welfare-to-work program. 

“Her passing leaves a big void for 
many people. She was very compas- 
sionate and had the ability to be 
assertive when needed ... especially 
when acting as an advocate for a 
service provider or client. I think she 
made some of the big wigs in 
(Indianapolis) squirm more than 
once,” Zimmerman said. “Jean had 
the strongest work ethic of anyone I 
knew ... Sometimes I thought that 
apparently no one told her she was 
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sick.” 

Keith said Jean’s breast cancer was 
diagnosed in 2008. Eventually, it 
spread to her bones and liver, but she 
battled back. “She knew (Caroline 
Nagle, WIC director) would be by 
herself (last Thursday), so she went 
as weak (as she was),” he said. “She 
wore out ... She told me she wasn’t 
scared ... She was very strong 
emotionally and would never 
complain or question the Lord’s 
decision. She was a marvelous lady. I 
will remember her as a kind, caring 
individual who never had a (negative) 
comment.” 

Jean doted over her family and 
made sure they had tons of Christmas 
presents. She loved to read fiction, 
love stories and mysteries; 
catalogues, shop and add to her 
collection of 40 or 50 pairs of shoes.

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Bowerman a square shooter, 
conservative public official

AUBURN — Loyal Bowerman 
worked hard all his life, dealt 
squarely with customers at his 
business and led his Auburn 
community as a conservative public 
official. 

But for one weekend as a young 
man of 20, he acted impulsively. 

His fiancee, Marie, 18, was 
working on a Saturday when Loyal 
showed up at noon. 

“Here comes Loyal, all dressed up 
in a suit, and he said, ‘Do you want 
to go to Kentucky?’” she recalled. 

Marie knew what he had in mind, 
and when she hesitated, “He said, 
“Well, it’s now or never.’ 

“I’m in a cotton dress, bobbie sox, 
saddle shoes, and I’m going to get 
married,” Marie recalled last week. 

She still wore that dress the next 
morning in Booneville, Ky., when 
they talked a county official into 
opening the courthouse on Sunday so 
they could get a marriage license. 
After a service ended at the 
Methodist church, they asked the 
pastor to marry them. 

“We got married, turned right 
around and started back home,” she 
said. Loyal took her to Angola, where 
they started their life together by 
staying with his parents. 

“I’d never met his parents before,” 
Marie said. 

Their eventful weekend began a 
70-year marriage that continued until 
Mr. Bowerman, 90, died Sept. 10. 

The couple met when Marie was 
16 and working at Newberry’s dime 
store in downtown Auburn. Her 
assistant manager set them up for a 
blind date, and she soon sent a “Dear 
John” letter to the young man she 


had been seeing. 

Loyal was 
working at the 
A&P store in 
Auburn when he 
met Marie. A 
native of Angola, 
he started cutting 
meat at age 12 for 
a butcher shop in 
his hometown. 
That led to a career in the food 
market industry. 

“He managed markets at a very 
young age. He didn’t always tell his 
age,” she said. 

They were in their early 30s when 
they bought a former bakery on the 
northeast side of Auburn’s 
courthouse square and started their 
own meat market. 

“We lived upstairs. It was just 
ideal,” she said. They went 
downstairs to begin work at 6 a.m. 
each day and closed at 6 p.m. 

Mr. Bowerman was a master at 
cutting meat with hand tools, Marie 
said. 

“Whatever he did was just perfect. 
He was fussy. You don’t get that 
anymore in your big stores,” she 
said. 

The market thrived because its 
meat was “fork-tender” and due to 
the Bowermans’ personal touch. 

“That’s the name of the game, 
when you care about your 
customers,” Marie said. 

After some 30 years with the 
store, Loyal retired in the early 
1980s at age 62. 

‘T’ve had 50 years of cutting 
meat.” he told Marie. 

Mr. Bowerman had been active in 
Republican politics, winning 
election to the Auburn city council 


Mr. Bowerman 
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and the DeKalb County Council 
over the years. 

“We were always honest in our 
dealings. I think that’s part of it,” 
Marie said about her husband’s 
political success. 

“He loved government. He loved 
to be conservative. It was kind of his 
way of getting out of the store once 
in a while,” she added. 

At home, Loyal was a caring but 
strict father, she said. 

The Bowermans’ daughter, 
Sharon Smith, now lives about a 
block away from her parents’ home 
in southeast Auburn. She worked in 
their market during high school and 
again after she married. 

“You always had to be on your 
toes. You always had to take care of 
the customers — they were first,” 
she said. And after closing time, “It 
all had to be spotless before you 
left.” 

When Sharon married her 
husband, Marvin, who was in 
military service, her father bought 
them a brand-new Chevrolet. 

“He didn’t want us going to 
Massachusetts in an old junker,” she 
said. 

She remembers her father’s love 
of taking his dog on the lawn tractor 
when he mowed the yard, and his 
taste for gravy, which didn’t stop 
him from living 90 years.

George Bently, 
103, was devoted 
engineer, citizen

KENDALLVILLE — His life 
spanning the 20th century gave him a 
grand perspective on the technolog- 
ical advances that characterized that 
time in history. 

The inventions that we now take 
for granted such as the automobile, 
airplane, electricity in our homes and 
the radio were new and exciting 
discoveries, and he actively partici- 
pated in this modern technology. 

He held 12 patents in the field of 
commercial refrigeration. Many of 
his designs, including the upright 
cases in supermarkets that display 
frozen food at eye level (without 
doors), are still in use today. 

George K. Beatly of Fort Wayne, 
formerly of Kendallville, died Oct. 
29, 2010, at The Towne House Health 
Center, He was 103 years old, lived a 
successful, rewarding life as a 
Christian, a husband, a father, a 
Purdue University graduate and a 
community-minded citizen. 

From an early age, his interest in 
how things worked was obvious. He 
was a gifted mathematician and Joved 
to read. He could perform complex 
numerical calculations in his mind, 
He worked on Model T automobiles 
and built radios. He built a home- 
brew radio and asked his father to put 
the radio’s headphones to his ear. His 
father could not believe he was 
hearing a broadcast from far away. 
tle powered his radios with batteries 
hecause the Bently home, like most 
homes in rural America, would not 
have electricity for decades, 
according to his son, Bill. 

Mr. Bently’s parents, Joseph and 
Anna Bently, encouraged him in his 
school studies. : 

Mr. Bently skipped two grades, 
graduating from Valparaiso High 
School at age 16, and for several 
years worked on the family farm and 
at a local department store to save 
money for-college. He attended 
‘Purdue“Uiniversity,. served as ~ 
president of the ‘Tau-Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity and graduated in 1933 with 
a Bachelor of Science degree in 
mechanical engineering. 

Work was hard to find during the 
Great Depression even for a college 
graduate, but eventually Mr. Bently 
moved to Kendallville and accepted 
an engineering position at McCray 
Refrigerator Co., Inc. He advanced to 
the position’of director of product 
research and development, and in 
1954. became vice president in charge 
of cngincering, 

“Dad was a devoted researcher and 
designer,” said Bill Bently. Mr. 
Bently was a life member of the 
American Society of Heating, Relrig- 
crating and Air Conditioning

Engineers, and wrote the chapter on 
commercial refrigerators included in 
several editions of its “Refrigeration 
Data Book” when it was the 
American Society of Refrigerating 
Engineers, 

Mr. Bently was a Christian man. 
He met Orpha Jean Preston while 
attending the First Presbyterian 
Church in Kendallville. They were 
married on Noy, 24, 1938, and had 
two sons. He served the church as a 
trustee, deacon, elder, clerk of session 
and building fund treasurer. 

His wife survives at the Towne 
House in Fort Wayne, where they 
moyed after Mr. Bently retired from 
MeCray Refrigerator Co. They loved 
their home on Park Aventic across 
from Bixler Lake Park. Kathy Young 
of Kendallville, a friend of the 
Bentlys, frequently visited them at 
The Towne House, She remembered 
how Orpha Jean was having a 


difficult time adjusting to selling their 


home for the moye to Fort Wayne. 

George took a photo of the park 
from the window over their kitchen 
sink and had it enlarged, Young 
recalled. He placed it on the wall 
above their kitchen sink at the Towne 
House. : 

“Orpha Jean loved it, and she 
could feel she was still in Kendall- 
ville. This was such a loving gesture 
on George’s part. When I visited 
them, Orpha Jean always had to show 
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me the park,” Young said. 

George Witwer was one of the 
Bentlys’ longtime Park Avenue 
neighbors. 

“He was the most genuinely polite 
and courteous man f have ever 
known,” Witwer said. “He was a 
wonderful neighbor, and a man 
profoundly at peace with himself.”

He served on the First Federal 
Savings and Loan board of directors 
for more 25 years, and the Kendall- 
ville, Public Library board of directors 
for almost 19 years. He was president 
of the library board when the library 
was built at 126 W. Rush St. in 1968. 

“One of my father’s happiest 
moments late in his life was when he 
visited Kendallville’s beautiful new 
library overlooking Bixler Lake,” said 
Bill Bently. The library is located 
behind the Bentlys* former house. 

A lew years ago, Mr, Bently 
became concerned about America’s 
dependence on foreign oil and 
recognized the need to replace the 
internal combustion engine. In 2008 
he wrote an essay proposing a 
solution based on steam. At the end 
of the essay, Mr. Bently wrote: “I 
can’t hefp saying this. If I were 
young instead of being 100 years ald, 
Hd like to work on it.”

Marilyn said her mother-in-law 
loved to find the humor in things. 
“We found a typed talk that she gave 
years ago as new president of the 
Huntington BPW group. She said 
here she was, the most bashful person 
when in high school and then 
suddenly as an adult she had been 
elected president of BPW by her 
friends. She said she was so bashful 
that she couldn’t lead a silent prayer,” 
Marilyn said. Joking as always, 
Ruthie said she went out in the 
fishing boat to practice her talk, and 
the fish were so bored they jumped in 
the boat.

AUBURN -— Michael K. Webb, 
M.D., of Auburn delivered some 
9,000 babies in his career, 

Almost anywhere he went, people 
reminded him of his role in starting 
new lives. 

“We were in Aruba one time, and 
somebody came up and said, “Dr. 
Webb, remember this kid’?”” said 
Webb’s wile, Flo. 

Dr. Webb also lived a rich life 
outside the delivery room, his wife 
and friends said in remembering him. 
He died Oct. 28 at his home in 
Auburn, claimed by cancer one week 
after his 72nd birthday. 

Born in Aubura, Webb graduated 
trom Auburn High Schoo! and earned 
au medical degree at lndiana Univer- 
sity. He served as a physician in the 
Air Force, and during that time 
decided to specialize in obstetrics and 
pynecology, Mrs. Webb said. 

Dr. Webb practiced in Indianapolis 
before returning to his hometown in 
1981. He married Flo a year later, 

Jayne McClellan knew the Webbs 
as friends and also worked with Dr. 
Webb in her career as a nurse. 

“He always treated the nurses 
wonderfully,” McClellan said. “He 
was an excellent, excellent obstetri- 
cian. [ don't believe there would be a 
nurse or doctor who worked with him 
who wouldn't have high praise for his 
professionalism and his nice person- 
ality.” 

McClellan said she and her 
husband joined the Webbs to play 
Trivial Pursuit long after the game 
lost its fad status. 

Dr. Webb spent even more time 
playing his guitars. 

“Michael used to serenade me 
quite a bit” around the house, Flo 
Webb said. 

One day, Earl Healy of Auburn 
invited Dr. Webb to join a country 
music group that played in Healy's 
basement. They eventually began 
performing in public at an Auburn 
coffee shop and later on the DeKalb 
Outdoor Theater's stage. 

“Lt was one of the most fun things 
Mike did after retirement,” Flo said. 

Dr. Webb joined a second regular 
music session at Rooster’s in 
downtown Butler.

“He came over and played with us 
every ‘Tuesday night,” said Lee 
Kallsen of Antwerp, Ohio, “He said it 
was kind of like therapy for him, he 
enjoyed it~ and we enjoyed having 
him.” 

Kallsen’s group entertained at 
nursing homies, where Dr. Webb liked 
to play “Old MacDonald’s Farm” and 
invite residents to make the animal 
sounds, 

“They just loved it,” Kallsen said. 

Dr. Webb’s introduction to music 
came from his mother, Florence, a 
professional musician who played 
organ and piano at the Emboyd 
theater in Fort Wayne (now the 
Embassy) and for country music 
bands at Buck Lake Ranch near 
Angola. 

“When his family would get 
together, everybody played 
something. There was a lot of music, 
Ho Webb said. 

Ina highlight of Dr. Webb's last 
few months, his son, Greg, visited 
regularly for jam sessions on their 
guitars. 

On one special occasion this year, 
the doctor and his two sons went to 
Sweetwater Sound in Fort Wayne, 
where he bought a treasured Gretsch 
guitar.

KENDALLVILLE — Son, father, 
husband, brother, Legion Rider, biker 
is Marty Manahan’s legacy.

I think that’s why we 
remained so close for all these 
years,” said Moore, who remembered 
the time in 1978 when Marty put a 
frozen squid in Moore’s desk at the 
radio station, thinking Moore would 
return shortly from a sales trip. “I 
didn’t come back for six hours. What 


a mess,” said 
Moore. 
“Marty 
thought that 
was funny.” 

Moore 
once ran an 
ad on 
WAWK 
saying “free 
firewood, 
will deliver 
and stack” 
and put. Marty’s cell phone number 
with the ad without his friend 
knowing. Marty’s phone rang off the 
hook for days, according to Moore. 
In recent years Moore had fun 
taking safety cones from his friend 
Marty’s lawnmowing trailer. Marty 
would put decorations in Moore’s 
yard, and safety cones on top of his 
truck. 

“The pranks on each other are 
over, but the memories and the 
laughs we had together will last 
forever,” said Moore. 

One of Manahan’s endearing traits 
was his ability to be serious and 
funny at the same time, according to 
McKie. Manahan would stand up at a 
district Legion meeting with a. 
serious look on his face and start to 
rant about some issue, point his 
finger, raise his voice and startle 
people who didn’t realize he could 
be so serious. 

“Then, suddenly, he would finish 
his tirade with a humorous twist and 
you realized he just made an incred- 
ible point going from acting angry to 
making you laugh,” said McKie. 

Boyhood friend Greg Strawser 
said he thinks about Manahan all the 
time.

“It’s difficult to let go of those 
memories. They were good times 
getting chili dogs at the DQ with 
Marty, washing our cars at the 
Kendallville Shell and fixing up old 
campers to take on Jaycee trips. He 
was very dear to me,” Strawser said. 

Manahan was instrumental in 
starting Kendallville American 
Legion Post 86 Legion Riders and 
helping the membership grow. He 
was re-elected the group’s director 
the Sunday before he died. 

McKie met Manahan about four 
years ago through Legion Riders. In 
his eulogy at his friend’s funeral, 
McKie described Manahan as a 
scrapper. 

“As much as he loved, and was 
loved, he was respected for his 
scrappiness with his mouth, his 
hands and his head,” stated McKie.

PLEASANT LAKE — Maurice 
“Maury” Houser was a fixer, an 
inventor, a soldier and a keen judge of 
character when it came to hiring 
employees, 

He was a longtime employee of 
Dana Corp. He served in the Korean 
War and was always known for being 
readily available to lend a helping hand 
wherever it was needed. 

Maury, as he was affectionately 
known, 78, died Nov. 26 at Laurels of 
DeKalb. He was named Maurice in 
honor of one of his father’s World War 
T Army buddies, Maury was born on a 
farm four miles cast of Auburn in 
Dekalb County on April 13, 1932 to 
Albert A. & Haidee (Krontz) Houser. 

During high school, Maury played 
baseball on the St. Joe High School 
team. It was in high school that he met 
and began dating his future bride, Any 
Wagner, whom he married LO months 
fater Feb. 3, LOST. After Maury 
graduated from high school, he went to 
work at Dana Corp.'s Clutch Division 
in Auburn in 1950 and retired Feb. 1, 
1987. Maury had a variety of jobs 
there, starting in heat treat as a laborer. 
Later he was promoted to a supervisor 
and eventually, he set up three other 
manufacturing plants for Dana — one 
in Mexico City, one in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., and a re-manufacturing 
plant in Charlotte, N.C.

Maury also had a knack for hiring 
employees who were the right fit for 
Dana Corporation. “Wher it came to 
hiring new employees, my dad was 2 
good judge of character.” Danny said. 
“He could interview people right off 
the strect and know before they left the 
interview whether they were a good fit 
for Dana Corporation or not” 

Amy said her husband liked to 
tinker and repair items: “He was very 
honest. He traveled a lot as a 
troubleshooter with clutches and was 
true to his word.” 

Maury was a U.S. Army veteran 
who served 17 months and 28 days in

the Korean War in some of the worst 
battles. sakl another of his sons, Doyle 
Houser, including Outpost Harry and 
Suicide Ridge. Outpost Harry was a 
Korein War station where more than 
88,000 rounds of Chinese artillery fell 
and Doyle recalled his father saying he 
was altaid there. Vor being stationed 
on lop there was akin to a death 
sentence, Doyle said. But Mr, Houser 
survived and was in the Company E 
15th Infantry Regiment. 

Any worked as a Bort Wayne 
secretary while her husband served tn 
the war. She noted his combat ribbons 
he received included: A Korean service 
ribbon with one Bronze Campaign 
Stary a Combat Infantry Badge: a 
National Defense Service Medal: and 
the United Nations Service Medal. “It 
was very scary, During the war, they 
were on the front lines. You looked for 
a fetter every day” Amy said. “Most of 
the time, they had food, but nothing 
else.” 

Sarah Houser, his granddaughter, 
said Maury was the toughest man she 
ever knew. “He survived a war so bad 
i hurts nie to hear about what he went 
through.” she said. “He was a very 
brave man. In my eyes, nothing could 
ever happen to him, because he was 
my grandpa and Enecded him ... He 
could survive millions of people 
shooting at hint in a foreign country, 
but he could’t survive (illness). He 
was and still is my hero.” 

“You grow up watching 
‘Gunsmoke, ‘Combat’, shows like 
that and actors like Clint Eustwood 
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and John Wayne and you always think 
you want to grow up and be those 
puys ... But | was lucky to live with a 
man (hat was like that for almost 53 
years and I was able to call him dad,” 
Doyle said. “I never knew he was 
afraid of anything because he was 
Superman. | could never love him 
more than [do or have any more 
respect for him than | have always 
held, but when he told me he was 
alraid on Harry that night, | had an 
ever deeper appreciation for him.” 

Maury was a member of Hudson 
United Brethren Church for more than 
20 years who enjoyed reading the 
Bible. Maury’s son, Phil, said his 
father was known for creating 
unforgettable memories and life 
lessons: “Tt is lite wonder to me the 
most significant verse of the Old 
Testament is ‘Do not be afraid or in 
fear because of them for the Lord your 
God goes with you. He will never 
leave you nor forsake you,” Phil said. 
“Texperienced that in the way dad and 
mom were there for me by word and 
deed not only while we were growing 
up, but as adults.” 

Maury was very good at everything 
he did, whether it was welding, 
woodworking, hunting or fishing and 
giving his catch away, family 
members said, For several years after 
he retired, he and his brothers made 
maple syrup every spring. Karelyn 
Guilierrez, Maury’s daughter, recalled 
fishing with her dad, “My dad could 
catch fish when nobody else did. He 
would swap out poles with us when 
we were not catching any. He always 
caught fish. It was crazy,” she said. “It 
did not matter the bait or the pole. It 
would be safe to say fish feared my 
dad.” 

He survived by his wile, Amy 
Houser, three sons: Danny (Chris) 
Houser of Albany, Ore., Phil (Cindy) 
Houser of Middlebury and Doyle 
Houser of Pleasant Lake; one daughter

Mary Tucker had a heart for wounded U.S. soldiers

SPENCERVILLE —- Mary Tucker 
loved any kind of underdog, said her 
stepdaughter, Toni Dickerhotf of 
Spencerville. 

ier heart went out to stray cats, 
aud especially to wounded soldiers. 

Mrs. Tucker died Nov. 7, 2010, at 
the age of 81. 

She was no ordinary octagenarian. 

“She was the only 80-plus-year- 
old | know of that not only had her 
own web site, Beginners and Beyoud, 
so she could help other people in the 
craft of quilting, but also had a laptop 
computer and a desktop computer 
and was very PC-savvy,” Dickerholf 
said. 

Mrs. Tucker organized the 
Beginners and Beyond online quilt 
group, which grew to more than 500 
members all over the nation. 

The group’s members made 
quilted Christmas stockings for 
soldiers, said Kathleen Renno of New 
Haven. They filled more than 200 
stockings each year with candy and 
presents and sent them overseas. 

Soldiers who came home wounded 
received special 
treatment, Beginners 
and Beyond 
members from 
across the nation 
would create 
patriotic quilt blocks 
and send them to 
Mrs. Tucker, who 
assembled them into 
finished works. 

“Then she would 
ship them off to an 
organization that was involved with 
the Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington, D.C., so that when the 
soldiers came back home with their 
injuries, they would be given a quilt.” 
Dickerhoff said. 

Mes. ‘Tucker called the creations 
Quilts of Valor, Renno said. 

She personalized the quilts with 
each soldier's name and branch of 
service, said ber daughter-in-law, Sue 
Shears of Fort Wayne. Soldiers wrote 
back with expressions of how much it 
meant to receive the quilts from 
someone who didi t even know them,

“She would get thank-you’s from 
their families and the soldiers ... 
with pictures of soldiers tn their 
uniforms holding up their quilts,” 
Dickerhoft said. 

Renno nominated Mrs. ‘Tucker lor 
recognition last January on Indiana’s 
News Center’s “Angels Among Us* 
feature. 

“Lhave two boys.” Mrs. Tucker 
told a television interviewer. “My 
boys never had to go to the service. 
So L think about the moms and the 
grandmas, everybody that has boys in 
the service. They've put their lives on 
hold with their families to do this for 
us. Now, what can I do that might 
give them a litte bit of happiness and 
mike them feel that we are behind 
them?” 

“She was quite a special lady,” 
Shears said. “She was very giving. If 
she heard of a need, she would try to 
help that need” 

That might explain why Mrs. 
Tucker kept a half-dozen cats in her: 
home and fed as many as 30.strays on 
her porch. She kept them: warm in the 
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winter with quilts and electric heating 
pads. 

“If my only vice is feeding 
abandoned cats, | guess Pin doing 
pretty good.” Mrs, Tucker once told 
Dickerhoff. 

Karlier in her tile, Mrs. Tucker 
worked as a beautician and at a 
restaurant in Spencerville, where she 
sold her popular chocolate fudge. 

She became active in quilting over 
the past two decades. Self-taught, she 
picked up the craft from her mother. 
Kventually, she learned to operate 
sophisticated, computer-controlled 
quilting machines. 

“When we got heavily involved in 
frag, she found her goal there” in 
making the patriotic quilts, Dicker- 
holt said 

In the television salute to Mrs. 
‘Tucker, fellow quilter Karen Stir of 
New Haven said, “If you’re looking 
for someone who totally supports 
our military men and women and 
their families, is Mary K. She just 
gives, 100 percent'to them ail the 
time.”
